Tracked  Combat  Vehicles  -  The  requested  funding  level  provides  for  the  procurement  of  the  following  tracked  combat  vehicles  to 
improve  near  term  readiness  and  to  meet  modernization  goals;  Abrams  Ml  tank,  Bradley  Fighting  Vehicle  System,  Compand  Post  Carrier; 
Armored  Personnel  Carrier;  Field  Artillery  Ammunition  Support  Vehicle,  M88A1  Recovery  Vehicle,  Light  Armored  Squad  Carrier;  Mobile 
Protected  Cun  -  Cannon  Vehicle,  and  Mobile  Protected  Cun  -  Recovery  Vehicle.  To  further  improve  and  enhance  Army  materiel  readineaa 
of  high  priority  combat  vehiclea,  funds  are  requested  for  the ‘ fol loving  modification  programs:  upgrade  of  the  current  fleet  of  the 
Ml  13  family  of  carriers  and  Improved  TOW  Vehicles,  enhancement  of  the  M109  and 'MHO  self-propelled  howitzers.  Fire  Support  Team 
Vehiclea  and  upgrade  of  some  M60A1  tanka  to  the  M60A3  configuration.

The 
IFV/CFV  is  designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  new  Ml  main  battle  tank  and  provides  improved  firepower,  cross-country  mobility,  and 
ballistic  protection  to  infantry  squads  and  cavalry  sections.  The  armament  it  designed  to  engage  an  array  of  enemy  targets  and  will 
include  a  two-man  turret  employing  a  25mm  automatic  cannon,  the  TOW  antitank  guided; missile  system,  and  a  7.62mm  coaxial  machine  gun, 
all  utilising  an  integrated  day/night  thermal  sight.  Using  the  organic  5.56sss  firing  port  weapon,  the  mounted  infantry  will  be  able 
to  deliver  suppressive  fires  around  the  vehicle.  Interior  configuration  varies  in  the  CFV  to  allow  for  differences  in  crew  site  and 
storage  requirements.
